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The CREMO series launched Bing Crosby into a radio career that lasted 
until the fall of 1962 .... 41 years! Truly a remarkable record! 


The CREMO SINGER series was the successor to the CBS sustaining 
program, "Presenting Bing Crosby". 


CREMO was presented nightly, six nights a week, and originated from 
Studio 8 of Columbia Broadcasting System's pilot station, WABC, in. 
New York City, New York - USA. 


CREMO was actually performed twice each day! Once at 7:00 - 7:15 PM 
New York City time for the "east coast" audience .... Then again at 
11:00 - 11:15 PM New York City time for the "west coast" audience (due 
to the three hours time difference it would be only 8:00 PM in Los 
Angeles for example). Each program was as identical as possible as 
the same script was used each time. 


It is interesting to note in going through all the scripts that only 
two voices were heard during the entire series -Bing Crosby and 

David Ross! And, Bing was heard ONLY as the CREMO SINGER in a singing 
role. Bing has no speaking lines during the entire series. David 
Ross did all the talking, introductions, commercíals, announcements, 


All the CREMO programs opened with David Ross saying, "Bing Crosby - 
The Cremo Singer......" this was followed with Bing singing the 
opening words of the "signature" song "BLUE OF THE NIGHT". 


The orchestra was a "studio" orchestra, That is, musicians hired 


Specifically to do the particular show and not an "orchestra unit" 


as such. Carl Fénton was the conductor. Among the musicians 
known to have participated regularly are, Joe Venuti (violin) and 
Eddie Lang (guitar). 


Bing recalls a few other names that are found later in this directory. 


Bing Crosby began an important theatrical engagement of personal 
appearances at the PARAMOUNT THEATRE in New York City shortly after the 
CREMO series began, On Friday, 6 November 1931, he started the 
appearances - probably between broadcasts. Mention of these personal 
appearances to start are acknowledged in the first four programs - 
then never again mentioned! 


I should like to thank Mr. C. A. Jackson, Jr., without whose help 
this directory vould surely not have been compiled; thanks also to 
Joe Venuti, Larry Crosby, Bill Osborne. and the Bing Crosby 
Associations for their help and publicity; and, naturally a very 
special thank you to BING CROSBY for giving us all these great 
broadcasts in the first place ... hopefully, someday, somewhere 
actual recordings of the broadcasts will be found. 
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NOTE: No scripts are available for broadcast #1 and it has been 
rumored that this show did not actually take place due to a 
salary dispute.

Dear Mr. Kiner: 


Answering some of your queries relative to the Cremo 
program - my memory is a little vague about most of 
the points you are asking about, but it seems to me 
Artie Shaw worked several times in the band. 


Carl Fenton was the Conductor, and I think he was so 
occupied on every one of the series. 


It was a large orchestra, with a full string section. 
Tommy Dorsey occasionally played in the outfit. 

Jerry Colonna was almost always in it. It was more 
or less a house orchestra, and Joe Venuti is right 
when he says that the band varied from broadcast to 
broadcast. 


The network at that time had a number of outstanding 
musicians - soloists - under contract, and they 
worked on various important programs. although, in 
our case, Carl Fenton, I'm sure, was always the 
Conductor, but the personnel sometimes was changed 
quite considerably. 


I believe we did two broadcasts - one for the East 
and West Coast, but I could be wrong about this. 


I hope that I've been able to supply you with a 
little help. Sorry that's the best I can do. 
It has been a long time ago -
